striving for economies its various oper- 
ations, the Federal Government should not 
lose sight economics. Drastic reductions 
government expenditures, doubtless, are 
practicable they are necessary. But, the ex- 
cesses, which may practicable elim- 
inate, should selected the basis the 
general results curtailment, and the reduc- 
tions, they will affect the various divisions 
governmental activities, should appor- 
tioned the value the service which the 
appropriation applied. general, horizontal 
reduction would uneconomic. The discon- 
tinuance certain services, wholly, would 
disastrous many instances where suggestions 
eliminations have been made.

business concern would set about cutting 
down expenses endeavor balance its 
budget without giving most serious thought 
the effects, immediate and eventual, each 
individual reduction. would the first 
thought the managers the business 
avoid making cuts which would reduce depart- 
mental efficiency beyond the minimum which 
profit could made. Certainly, man- 
agerial body would cut, say, percent off the 
allowance for the sales department was 
clear that such cut would reduce the volume 
sales that the department could not earn 
percent its former return. And the 
managers, before they made any cut the 
sales allowance, would become informed rela- 
tive the minimum which the sales depart- 
ment could operated profit. 


Government departments, for the most part, 
are not operated for direct profit. Depart- 
ment heads cannot say this division that: 
“You are spending too much comparison 
with what you are earning.” The profit from 
the expenditure government money the 
profit the people—and this not often 
financial profit. So, extremely difficult 
for government officials determine, without 
the assistance the people, wherein their ex- 
penditures are excessive. difficult for 
them evaluate individual operations with 
view making these “profitable,” but not 
impossible. And the first step the direction 
economic and economizing reduction 
government expenditures should the evalua- 
tion the services every unit. 


the evaluating government services, 
department, division, individual 
should sacrosanct; nor should any de- 
partment, division, individual 
singled out for particularly drastic curtail- 
ment expenditures, other than eco- 
nomic grounds. There may be, probably 
are, many operations the multitude 
government activities, which are not worth 
what they cost, and some which are not 
worth anything. What are these? That 
the most important question before the gov- 
ernment today. Who can answer it, even 
the extent approximate accuracy? 

The nearest approach satisfactory 
answer this question got from 


the records each operating unit. 
known, should be, how much each unit 
spending. known, should be, also, 
what the money being spent for. can 
be, and should be, ascertained what results 
are being obtained from this expenditure. 
Perhaps, the records the individual units 
afford this information—letters appre- 
ciation comparative statistical data af- 
fected conditions before and after the ser- 
vice became available; first-hand knowledge 
results. Let these things known. Let 
them reported without individual em- 
bellishment. Let them supplemented 
evidence solicited from those who have been 
benefited the particular service. Then, 
let all the evidence sifted and weighed 
impartial judges, and let the axe fall 
where will the most good with the 
least harm.

And certainly the Department not doing its 
full duty the druggists doesn’t hand them 
pamphlets “Slicing and “Cheese for 
Sandwiches,” and “Making Nut 
Profit.” 


The sarcasm the writer that com- 
ment would better have been reserved for 
something that pertinent the purpose 
affair the Chamber Commerce 
the United States that retail druggists con- 
duct soda fountains and luncheonets. That 
honorable business, and honestly oper- 
ated.

foremost public servant. 

The gratuitous insult offered “Nation’s 
Business” the drug trade and the Depart- 
ment Commerce cannot allowed pass 
unnoticed. calls for apology and retraction.

What Castile Soap? 


Castile soap not necessarily soap 
made from other fatty base except olive 
oil, according decision Federal 
appellate court. This decision, reversing 
Federal Trade Commission order designed

Castile soap was originally made from low-grade 
olive oils. The name now represents type 
soap, the term, “castile,” being applied soap 
intended for toilet household use, sold usually 
large, unwrapped, unperfumed bars, which are 
cut when sold when used. often drawn 
directly from the kettle without “crutching,” but 
sometimes crutched little even enough 
make float and sometimes milled. also 
sold small bars both wrapped and unwrapped. 
The type not one easily defined, now when 
made from olive oil invariably sold olive-oil 
castile. There are soaps made entirely from coco- 
nut oil which are sold coconut castiles hard- 
water castiles. Many other castiles are made from 
mixture coconut oil and tallow. 


But, Circular No. has long been out 
print, and was superseded 1930 Cir- 
cular No. 383, “Washing, Cleaning, and

Castile Soap.—One the first, not the first, 
hard cake soaps that entered largely into com- 
merce was made from pure olive oil and soda with 
admixture any other fat. Such soap was 
known Castile, Marseilles, Venetian soap. 
The United States Pharmacopeia describes castile 
soap made from olive oil and caustic soda and 
gives tests for its purity. 

The title and synonyms the 
soap referred are “Sapo,” “Soap,” “Olive 
Oil Castile Soap.” The Federal appellate 
court has accepted definition the Bu- 
reau Standards decide that castile soap 
not exclusively olive-oil soap. The 
Bureau Standards, turn, says that the 
definition awaited decision the Federal 
courts.

The committee first voted re- 
tain the revenue bill the tariff items 
inserted the house, including tax 
cent per gallon imported petro- 
leum and its products, and taxes 
imported coal and coke. also first 
voted add tax imported copper. 
Today, reversed itself this respect 
and voted eliminate all tariff items 
from the bill. 

Senator David Reed, Penn- 
sylvania, planned move for gen- 
eral manufacturers’ sales tax place 
the various excise taxes carried 
the house bill; but, view the de- 
cisive defeat the sales tax the 
house, was felt that this proposal 
would not receive 
Many administrative provisions were 
agreed to by the senate committee, 
including the provisions for computing 
depletion mines and oil and gas 
wells, and limitation stock losses. 


Income taxes were made apply 
Americans residing abroad, but div- 
idends domestic corporations were 
removed from the normal income tax. 
The income tax rate was raised 
the committee percent for the 
first $4,000 taxable income, percent 
the next $4,000, and percent for 
income The present 
rates are 1%, percent, and the 
house bill provided for rates 
and percent, respectively. Higher 
surtax rates were also included, 
were higher estate and gift tax rates. 

The corporation income tax was 
raised percent, but the commit- 
tee eliminated the house bill provision 
for extra tax percent af- 
filiated returns. 

Excise taxes were left until the last, 
but the committee tentatively agreed 
reduce the tax lubricating oil 
from cents cents per gallon 
and eliminate dentifrices, mouth- 
washes, and toilet soaps from the 
percent tax cosmetics and toilet 
goods.

The committee revised number 
the house excise rates, and voted the 
following substitute 
cents per gallon; malt syrup, cents 
per pound; grape concentrates, cents 
per gallon; grape juice, cents per 
gallon; soft drinks, cents per gal- 
lon; carbonated water, 5 cents per gal- 
lon.

Olive Oil Soaps 


Circuit Court Reverses Order 
Trade Commission 


Kirk Case 


Castile soap not strictly product, 
the fatty component which olive 
oil, according to a decision by the 
United States Circuit Court Appeals 
for the Seventh Circuit. 

The circuit court has reversed the 
order the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion against James Kirk Co., Chi- 
cago, requiring that manufacturer 
cease and desist from the use the 
term, “castile soap,” designate soap 
made from fats other than olive oil. 
The Kirk case has long been pending. 
James Kirk Co., since the entry 
the commission’s order, has been 
acquired the Procter Gamble 
Company. 

The decisive reason given the 
circuit court for its reversal the 
Federal Trade Commission’s order was 
that the United States Bureau of Stan- 
dards had issued bulletin which 
recognized that castile soap 
sold, the fatty ingredient which 
not olive oil. With respect this point 


the court, opinion Judge 
Sparks, 
The government, throught its agency 


the Bureau of Standards, has thus com- 
mitted itself to the proposition that 
castile soap may be made of oily and 
fatty elements other than olive oil. Be- 
ing solely a question of fact we deem it 
expedient for other departments of the 
government, including the judiciary, to 
accept such construction, if for no other 
reason than that of consistency. 

Manufacture and sale foreign 
manufacturers .of castile soaps which 
were not made wholly with olive oil 
their fatty component were traced 
the court the early years the 
nineteenth century. These soaps, the 
court said, were imported into the 
United States and many contempo- 
raneous domestic manufacturers made 
similar castile soaps. This domestic 
practice has grown, the court con- 
tinued, and has grown such ex- 
tent that practically all domestic 
soapmakers now resort to it, more or 
less. Only one manufacturer the 
United States was shown the rec- 
ord make castile soap from olive 
oil alone. This manufacturer, the 
opinion said, calls his soap “Pure Olive 
Oil Castile.” 

Considering the question fact left 
the conflicting testimony wit- 
nesses before the commission, the 
court’s opinion 

Regardless of which of these witnesses, 
if any, were giving the proper meaning 
of the word ‘‘castile,”” when used in con- 
nection with soap, the substance of all 
their testimony proves beyond question, 
so far as individual opinions are con- 
cerned, that the word, ‘‘castile,” when used 
with soap means different things to dif- 
ferent persons. This diversity of opinion 
quite pertinent fact the determina- 
tion of the issues before us. 

A perusal of the very voluminous rec- 
ord the case convinces that the pres- 
ent contrariety of opinion as to the mean- 
ing of the words, ‘“castile soap,” is a re- 
sult of an effort on the part of certain 
soap manufacturers, both foreign and 
American, extending from very early times 
to the present, to corrupt and change the 
public’s understanding of the meaning of 
these words to the manufacturers’ ad- 
vantage. That this effort has been in a 
great degree successful can no more be 
denied than the methods employed can be 
approved,

Be it resolved, that the association is 
opposed to the use of derogatory state- 
ments made for the purpose of substitut- 
ing one toilet article for another at point 
of sale, and 

Be it resolved, that the trade practice 
committee be authorized to proceed upon 
substantiated complaints in the name of 
the American “Manufacturers Toilet 
Articles with the proper authorities for 
investigation and prosecution of any of 
the practices referred to. 


Opening Session 


Tuesday, April 


The first formal assemblage the 
convention was luncheon twelve- 
thirty o’clock, when approximately two 
hundred representatives and guests 
gathered the main dining-room 
the hotel, where they remained until 
shortly after two o’clock.

President’s Address 


It now becomes my privilege and very 
great pleasure welcome you our 
thirty-eighth annual convention. The 
presence many active and associate 
members and guests, in these trying times, 
is a source of deep gratification to your 
officers and the members of your executive 
board. We realize all too well the sacri- 
fices you are making by your attendance, 
‘We shall try to make it worth your while 
by giving you something in return. 

First and foremost you are perhaps 
most interested in the latest developments 
in the proposed Federal revenue Dill, 
which purposes taxing our industry ten 
percent. You have all received a copy of 
the arguments and brief submitted to the 
Senate finance committee one week ago 
today. You should know of the many 
hours spent in preparing that brief and 
which were so cheerfully given by a group 
selected from your officers and the mem- 
bers of your executive board and your 
counsel. Several of us who composed that 
group spent days in Washington confer- 
ring with and co-ordinating the efforts of 
other groups the industry. 


If my address lacks polish and com- 
pleteness, I must ask your indulgence, be- 
cause the time I might have put into its 
preparation was spent on the “firing line” 
in Washington and in planning and prep- 
aration in advance. In this connection I 
must here pay tribute to the splendidly 
convincing address made to the Senate 
finance committee by Mr. Warren, to the 
very real assistance given us by our Im- 
porter friends, particularly Cecil Smith 
of Yardly, and to our counsel, Abel I. 
Smith, who stepped into the breach when 
our Washington representative, Mr. 
Crounse, was unfortunately taken ill at 
the crucial moment. 


None of us can, of course, predict what 
may happen in the Senate finance com- 
mittee conferences which are taking place 
this week. It is planned by that body to 
present its revised report to the Senate 
next Monday, May 2. I can only say 
that from my own observations in listen- 
ing to the proceedings for several days 
that the committee appeared to favor a 
smaller rate of tax on a much larger 
group of items. I shall let Mr. Smith 
give you more details in his address let- 
ter in our proceedings, at which time we 
may have further news from ‘‘the front.” 

Long ago a number of us realized that 
the problems and interests of the Ameri- 
can Manufacturer of Toilet Articles and 
the importers who manufacture in the 
United States were identical. The pres- 
ent tax problem served only to confirm 
that belief. Your executive board there- 
fore took a wise forward step in chang- 
ing our constitution and by-laws that 
the doors of our Association might be 
opened wide to permit them to_ enter, 
This same broad guage view resulted 
the appointment of a committee on change 
of name to suggest a name which would 
more completely embrace all who are en- 
gaged in our industry. If nothing else 
shall retire happy the knowledge that 
have left behind our insularity 
and provincialism this respect.

Report the Twenty-first Annual Meeting, Held White Sulphur Springs, 
April 21, 1932 


There was very little talk about 
the floor the convention, aside from 
the report the committee legis- 
lation, but the lobby and the lounge,

First-Class Postage Increase Opposed 


Resolved: That the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association is opposed to 
the increase of first-class postage rates 
from 2 cents to 3 cents as proposed in 
section 1001 the pending revenue 
because the first-class postage rate now 
yields a profit to the government, while 
other classes of mail show a deficit, and 
if an increase in postage rates is neces- 
sary such increase should be imposed 
upon those classes of mail which are now 

Resolved: That the committee legis- 
lation of the American Drug Manufac- 
turers’ Association be and it is hereby in- 
structed to bring this resolution to the 
attention the members the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


Foreign Tax Credit Desired 


Resolved: That the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association protests 
against and is opposed to the confiscatory 
limitation placed by section 131 b-1 of 
the pending revenue bill upon the credit 
allowance for taxes paid in foreign coun- 
tries by corporations who are endeavoring 
to develop foreign trade, because such a 
confiscatory limitation is tantamount to 
imposing a penalty upon those American 
corporations that have been encouraged 
by the government to risk their capital in 
foreign countries; further 

Resolved: That the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association urges the 
continuance of the provisions of the rev- 
enue act 1928 with respect the 
credit allowance for taxes paid in foreign 
countries by American corporations en- 
gaged in foreign trade: be it further 

Resolved: That the committee on legis- 
lation of the American Drug Manufac- 
turers’ Association and hereby 
instructed to bring this resolution to the 
attention of the members of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


General Sales Tax Favored 


Resolved: That the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association, realizing the 
necessity of balancing the budget and ob- 
taining the necessary revenue for that 
purpose, favors as a revenue-producing 
medium a sales tax with a broad base 
and a low rate with no exemptions, be- 
lieving that such a tax is a more fair and 
equitable means of raising revenue than 
by the imposition of higher taxes upon 
specific commodities; be it further 

Resolved: That the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association favors any ac- 
tion which can be taken to reduce gov- 
ernment expenses, believing that a reduc- 
tion in government expenses is one of the 
first steps toward balancing the budget; 
be it further 

Resolved: That the committee legis- 
lation of the American Drug Manufac- 
turers’ Association be and it is hereby 
instructed to bring this resolution to the 
attention of the members of the Senate 
Finance Committee.

It is only 
by reducing expenses that we will have 
the relief should have. relief were 
come reducing some taxes and find- 
ing some other new taxes to take their 
place, the aggregate amount collected 
would the same. The only way 
insist on a substantial reduction in ex- 
pense. 

If we as individuals remain silent, or 
even indifferent, on this important matter, 
are not our legislators more or less 
justified feeling that not care? 


Our Year’s Work 


During the past year our committees 
have been active—some of them exceed- 
ingly so—investigating or helping. in 
various phases of our industry. Their 
full reports will come later, shall 
here emphasize only the high lights and 
unusual activities. 


Contact Committee 


harmaceutical contact commit- 
tee has been most energetic and has done 
great work. It has pursued its program 
with respect to assay methods and toler- 
ances touching competitive pharmaceu- 
ticals; and there is a growing recogni- 
tion of the work of this group among the 
members of our association and those in 
allied fields. 

The work on ergot took much time. 
Five conferences were held at Washing- 
ton and one at Philadelphia. These activ- 
ities resulted in a modification of the 
U.S.P. X text on ergot and fluidextract of 
ergot being recommended the United 
States Pharmacopeia Committee. 

The contact committee also gave much 
time and attention to digitalis assays, 
with very helpful results. 


Legislative Committee 


The legislative work—always important 
—has been handled Mr. Bigelow and 
his committee in their usual efficient 
manner, and no possible difficulties have 
been overlooked. Injuries legislation in 
several states has been thwarted by well- 
directed action. 


Scientific Section 


The achievements this unit the 
association have become classic. Devel- 
oped on the premise of large-scale pro- 
duction, the results of investigations pur- 
sued from year to year by the section are 
speedily translated into commercial prac- 
tice and thus contribute in a very definite 
way to American industrial leadership. 
Only through a fine spirit of co-operation 
on the part of the technical workers of 
the various member firms has it been pos- 
sible for this section to reach the high 
plane attained. 


Biological Section 


The biological section, though small, is 
quite representative, and its standing as 
a group in the biological field is attested 
by the presence at its meetings for the 
last four or five years of the director of 
the National Institute of Health.

Proposal Change Section the 
Food and Drugs Act 


Late in 1931, through a recommendation 
contained in the annual report of the 
chief of the Food and Drugs Administra- 
tion, a movement was launched to change 
section 7 of the Federal food and drugs 
act by eliminating or modifying the pro- 
viso feature. 

The old saying that history repeats it- 
self was never more true than in this in- 
stance.

Narcotic Convention Geneva 


last Summer, the represen- 
tatives. of fifty-four nations drafted an 
International Convention Limit the 
Manufacture of ‘Narcotic Drugs. The 
European manufacturers endeavored to 
force the convention to adopt a form of 
treaty which would give them a legalized 
monopoly on the world’s legitimate export 
trade in narcotics. Their plan for limit- 
ing manufacture was based on a system 
of quotas which was to be apportioned 
among the manufacturers of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, France, Switzerland, and 
Holland, all of which had formed a cartel. 
The other three manufacturing countries 
were to have no share—the United States 
and Japan because they had no existing 
export business, and Turkey because her 
recently established factories were be- 
lieved to be turning their enormous out- 
— almost exclusively into illicit chan- 
nels. 


After weeks of struggle the European 
plan was rejected and the treaty was 
drafted along lines which, to a large ex- 
tent, embodied the American plan for con- 
trolling the manufacture of narcotics. 
Briefly, it simply obligated the manufac- 
turing countries to limit the output of 
their factories to their domestic consump- 
tion, plus such amounts as were required 
to fill legitimate orders for export, duly 
authorized by an import license issued 
by the government of the importing coun- 
try. Such a scheme made no attempt to 
control the flow legitimate trade. 


The economic interest of everyone con- 
nected with the narcotic industry in 
America support the efforts stamp 
out the illicit traffic in narcotic drugs. 
In this country practically no American- 
manufactured narcotics get into illicit 
channels, as is shown by the fact that of 
the narcotics seized by our enforcement 
officers, less than one-half of one percent 
has been manufactured here, 

Commissioner Anslinger has stated, 
substantially, that the advantages of the 
convention to be expected for the United 
States are that the regulations promul- 
gated pursuant thereto will tend to re- 
duce t' illegal importation of narcotic 
drugs, principally through the limitation 
stocks excess medical needs and 
more effective co-operation between the 
countries signatory to the convention. 


At the Geneva Conference Mr. Ewing, 
of Hughes, Schurman & Dwight, repre- 
senting the American narcotic manufac- 
turers, and Mr. George Merck, did heroic 
service. 


National Drug Store Survey 


The national drug store survey is a 
project launched a little more than a year 
ago to study the various phases of drug 
store operation. The city of St. Louis was 
selected for the purpose. It was financed 
the drug, chemical, and allied trades, 

toward which our members very liberally 


contributed. The work has been under 
the direction national committee 
from drug and chemical trade organiza- 
tions, our association being represented 

The survey has resulted in an exhaus- 
tive analysis of every aspect of the retail 
drug trade. The findings are re- 
vealed at a national conference to be held 
St. Louis April and 27. doubt 
most our members have received copies 


of the comprehensive program mapped 
out for the occasion, and it is my belief 
that our members generally will find it 
well worth while to attend. 


Membership 


Our membership committee has been 
energetic. The membership of the associa- 
tion is now fifty-six—last year it was 
fifty-seven, the record year—and in 1929 
it was fifty-two. Although we have been 
affected by mergers, our membership now 
stands very close to the top, and in in- 
terest and activity it is safe to say that 
our membership is at its peak. 


It is hardly necessary to enumerate the 
many benefits of membership in the Amer- 
ican Drug Manufacturers Association :— 
the many objectionable forms of legisla- 
tion which have been defeated modi- 
fied; the vast improvement the scien- 
tific standards and the ethics 
the the great personal service 
effected time and again at Washington for 
our membership. Had our members as 
individuals endeavored to do all these 
things the cost would have been prohibi- 
tive and the results far below what they 
actually have been. 

Twenty-one years successful exist- 
ence should be abundant proof that the 
association has definitely supplied a need 
in the industry, both through collective 
activities and special service. 


I w@uld like to suggest to the commit- 
tee on“insurance problems that during the 
coming year it might very profitably in- 
vestigate the matter of pensions, old age 
annuities, and unemployment insurance, 
for the benefit of our membership. 

During the past year we have been 
called upon several times to co-operate 
with the President’s Committee on Unem- 
ployment. Our member firms have shown 
the fullest interest and desire to help. 
Replies indicate that our industry has 
done much more than most, in keeping 
their employees at work. 

Yes, Fellow Members, we have come of 
age, and twenty-one finds our association 
strong, active, and influential. No one 
will ever know how much the American 
Drug Manufacturers Association has ac- 
complished for its members, because much 
of its best work has been in preventing 
injustices and burdens which would have 
cost our members many, many times the 
dues paid to the association. Neverthe- 
less, we all do know that the personal 
service rendered to our members, the in- 
formation obtained in Washington; the 
advice and suggestions given, and the co- 
operative work our committees, have 
a definite and concrete: value each year 
that is always helpful and often becomes 
very great. 

Let us go forward from our twenty-first 
birthday, with heads erect, shoulders back, 
step firm, and with the confidence that 
belongs to men in an honorable, success- 
tul, and long-establish industry. Let 
be ethical and fair always, not only with 
the medical profession and the drug trade, 
but with one another; and let us always 
be alert to protect our industry from 
those who would abuse it. 

I thank you all, gentlemen, for your 
unfailing co-operation and kindness; par- 
ticularly I want to thank the various 
committee chairmen, who have in some 
cases undertaken a great deal of work 
and in all cases have done it well. The 
work with the executive committee and 
the executive vice-president has been a 
real pleasure. All of these gentlemen 
have been diligent in attending meetings, 
and helpful in doing their full share of the 
work of the association.

Sulphur Springs, April 21, 1932.) 


Twenty-five years ago, production con- 
trols, cost controls, incentive payment 
methods, timeclocks, etc., were looked 
upon new-fangled theories manufac- 
ture. Today they are recognized as just 
as essential to effective manufacture as 
are machines and tools. Methods are 
really good workman can ac- 
complish fair work with poor tools, but 
better work with good tools. Essentially, 
however, it is the workman who accom- 
plishes the task. In the early days of 
the introduction of scientific management 
production, eat deal over- 
emphasis was placed on methods or tools, 
rather than on the principles of manage- 
ment behind them the human 
problems of the men who had to use 
them. We are today in just about the 
same position relative to the introduction 
of scientific methods of distribution as we 
were in the introduction of scientific 
methods of production two or three 
decades ago. 

The introduction of scientific manage- 
ment into selling is meeting with the 
same obstacles, the same doubts, and the 
same emphasis on the “tool,” rather than 
on the underlying principles and resog- 
nition that manpower is the great es- 
sential, and that methods are only tools 
to be used by man. 


In considering incentive compensation 
of salesmen, many sales managers expect 
such methods to run the sales department 
for them—increase saies, reduce travel- 
ing expense, maintain prices, uplift 
morals, and what have you. An incen- 
tive method of compensation is only a 
tool. It may be simple or complicated. 
It must be adapted not only to meet the 
problems which it must control, but most 
particularly must be capable of being 
properly handled or operated by the local 
sales management. 


In approaching this subject, I want to 
emphasize particularly the point that it 
is the underlying principles of compen- 
sation which we must consider, rather 
than the methods or systems themselves. 
Fundamentally, all methods or systems 
are inefficient. I realize that this is an 
heretical statement for an industrial en- 
gineer to make, but it is true. The most 
effective form of management is personal 
controi—personal direction without any 
forms, systems, or methods. However, 
as the size of a business increases it 
rapidly becomes large that personal 
management is impracticable. It is We- 
yond human power. Tools must be used 
extend the capability man. 


With the above in mind, therefore, I 
going confine this discussion largely 
to a discussion of the underlying prin- 
ciples of management behind the com- 
pensation of salesmen and sales manage- 
ment, rather than with their application. 
As no two businesses, even in the same 
industry, are exactly alike, inasmuch as 
they are manned with different human 
individuals, so no two businesses can use 
exactly the same methods. Fundamental 
principles, however, are applicable to 
every business. Every compensation 
method must satisfy certain basic prin- 
ciples. Its peculiar application must be 
designed to fit the peculiar individual 
needs of a business. When John Jones, 
of a drug company, attempts to use the 
compensation method which Bill Brown 
has used successfully in his hardware 
business, the chances are that Jones won't 
duplicate Brown's success. 


Basic Requirements Salesmen’s 
Compensation 


There are certain basic requirements 
of the compensation of salesmen which 
may be stated as follows: 


1. The method must be simple and 
easy of comprehension by the salesman. 
must not founded upon concepts in- 
volving abstruse accounting or costing 
which the salesman cannot or does not 
thoroughly understand and may, there- 
fore, distrust. 

The salesman must able 


check up easily and measure at least ap- 
proximately his progress toward his goal. 
This should be possible at frequent in- 
tervals. 

3. The plan must be relatively easy of 
administration by the office.

5. It must provide a sufficient guar- 
anteed income to meet the natural desire 
for certain standard livelihood plus 
the necessary incentive obtain maxi- 
mum physical and mental effort con- 
sistent with continuous application. 

must limit the total income, in- 
cluding extra compensation, to an amount 
warranted by the economic conduct of 
the business. 

should embody method care- 
fully controlling traveling allowances, but 
in a sufficiently flexible manner that the 
management may fairly direct salesmen 
make calls where and when the man- 
agement desires, in order to secure the 
desired depth of territorial coverage, 
without penalizing the salesman’'s income. 

fully important that the 
plan provide an incentive for the sales- 
man during dull months or periods of 
depression as during boom periods or 
periods of easy selling, in order to in- 
duce the extra sales effort necessary to 
maintain volume during slack periods. 

9. Where there is a reasonably wide 
variation in the profit margin between dif- 
ferent products or lines of products, the 
plan should provide a means of encourag- 
ing the salesman to direct his efforts 
toward the more intensive distribution 
of the more profitable lines, without 
neglecting the selling the necessary 
volume of low-profit lines. 

10. It is necessary that the plan pro- 
vides sufficient remuneration to insure 
holding the type and quality of salesman 
considered essential to meet and deal with 
the trade in the particular territory he 

11. It should provide for frequent pay- 
ments of rewards in order to sustain the 
interest and enthusiasm of the salesman. 

12. The goal or task should be re- 
established with sufficient frequency, so 
that will always fair and reason- 
able task, both for the salesman and the 
company. 

There are an infinite number of special 
requirements which may be essential in 
individual cases of application, such as 
offering special compensation for open- 
ing new accounts; increasing the sales of 
certain specific lines of product; main- 
taining a minimum number of sales con- 
tacts; co-operation or detail work with a 
specific advertising plan; accomplishing 
specific amount of missionary or detail 
work; doing a certain amount of market 
analysis work; carrying out specified 
plans of dealer and jobber helps; assisting 
collections; and many other specific 
details which are essential further the 
ultimate sales the 


What the Plan Must Accomplish 


Therefore our first fundamental in ap- 
proaching a problem of sales compensa- 
tion establish definitely what de- 
sire to accomplish. However, in reaching 
this conclusion there must be a clear dis- 
tinction between the purpose of sales com- 
pensation and general sales management. 
While sales compensation can be designed 
accomplish infinite number re- 
sults, it will be most effective when these 
results are kept at a minimum and gen- 
eral sales management relied upon to ac- 
complish the balance. 


Basis Measurement Task 


After determining what we desire to 

accomplish, we must next establish the 
task or ideal which is to serve as a basis 
against which actual results can be meas- 
ured, 
establishing the task this should 
invariably set 100 percent 
plishment. Measurement of results in 
terms of an ideal accomplishment is far 
more effective than establishing a reason- 
able goal and expecting that salesmen 
will exceed it. For instance, it is the un- 
fortunate policy of many plans to estab- 
lish a certain minimum task and then pay 
the salesmen for any indefinite increase 
beyond this easy task. Immediately we 
have eliminated the true basis of task 
establishment, which is to set a task which 
will require the maximum reasonable 
effort for attainment. 

seldom accomplishes his ideals, un- 
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less his ideals are too low. Conversely, 
one seldom far exceeds his ideals, even 
these are set low. Many years of practi- 
cal experience in the design and applica- 
tion of sales incentives has shown that 
where the task is established as a true 
ideal of 100-percent accomplishment, from 
15 to 25 percent better results will be 
obtained than when an easy task is set 
and the salesman expected to exceed it. 
One of the greatest weaknesses of the 
commission form of payment is that it 
does not establish a true task for the 
salesman to accomplish. 

The task may be established as:—(1) 
Total sales dollars; (2) weighted sales 
dollars; (3) selected sales dollars; (4) 
gross profit; (5) adjusted gross profit. 

Total sales dollars is unfortunately the 
form which the majority tasks are 
set. This is fundamentally correct only 
where one product is being sold to one 
type of outlet. Where the profitability of 
different lines of product is variable or 
where sales are made to different types 
of outlets, this is seldom properly appli- 
cable. 

Weighted sales dollars is where the task 
is so established that additional weight 
or credit is allowed for certain types of 
sales; that is, where extra allowance 


made for selling more profitable lines

territories. They do, however, serve 
an excellent basis for a_general check- 
total market. For instance, 
recent study as to the market for in- 
candescent lamp bulbs revealed that the 
number of domestic, commercial, and in- 
dustrial users of electricity in each ter- 
ritory, weighted accordance with the 
relative electrical energy consumption by 
these three classifications, furnished 
unbelieveably close check upon tasks 
quotas established detailed territorial 
analysis. 
Territorial analysis may accomplished 
many ways and is, general, the 
most satisfactory basis of establishing 
tasks or sales quotas. It is most satis- 
factorily accomplished by listing the vari- 
ous sales contacts throughout the terri- 
tory by towns and estimating, consider- 
ing past results, present sales relations 
with the outlet, and local competitor ac- 
tivity, the probable sales which can be 
consummated with each outlet during the 
ensuing sales period. The _ territorial 
analysis after all is the application of 
the old mathematical principle that covers 
the solving of a problem consisting of 
several variables. By breaking the prob- 
lem down into its smallest practical units 
and solving the problem for each unit, the

or to channels where selling expense is 
less, calculated by applying weighting 
factors to dollars of sales. 

Selected sales dollars the proper task 
to use where it is necessary that the ratio 
of sales over different lines of product for 
a territory be kept in some definite rela- 
tion. For instance, suppose a plant was 
tooled up to manufacture 30 percent of 
eight-cylinder cars and 70 percent of four- 
cylinder cars. Sales efforts must be so 
directed that sales are accomplished in a 
two types of cars, or the factory finds it 
impossible to service sales properly. 

Where there is a wide variation between 
profitability for different lines of product, 
gross profit makes a very much better 
basis for establishing task than does sales 
dollars. As a sale is more profitable, the 
credit to the salesmen is proportionately 
greater and his interest is directed towards 
selling the more profitable lines. 

-Sometimes a condition is found where 
salesmen sell to a combination of different 
sales outlets, with varying discounts. 
Suppose a salesman is selling a line of 
products with varying profit margins as 
between different lines of products and 
furthermore is selling part of his sales 
direct to consumers, part to dealers, and 
the balance to jobbers. In this case, gross 
profit less discounts to jobbers and deal- 
ers, furnishes an excellent basis for meas- 
uring sales results. 

There are, of course, other factors used 
for establishing tasks, as in some cases 
number of units, relation of carload ship- 
ments and 1, c. l. shipments, etec., but the 
above five classifications cover the cases 
found most often in practice. 


Establishing the Task 


Having determined what we desire to 
accomplish and established the basis of 
measurement of the task, we now face 
the problem of establishing the task itself. 
There are three principal classifications as 
to the method of establishing the task :— 


1. Study of past results. 

2. References to general trade indexes 
or barometers. 

Territorial analysis. 


With the common shift or variation of 
business up or down, past results alone 
very seldom give us a reasonable basis for 
the establishment the task, 


The use of trade indexes or barometers 
also is a very dangerous basis for the 
establishmént of tasks. While indexes 
can usually be mathematically interpreted 
to forecast the long-term future trend, it 
is impossible to forecast the points at 
which intermittent reactions resulting in 
a temporary upward or downward trend 
will take place. Their use, however, 
worth while in most cases as a general 
over-all check. The market for certain 
staple drygoods products probably varies 
rather closely to the general trend of retail 
sales districts. the other hand, 
cannot afow fof such variable factors as 
vorrine degrees of sales penetration or 
competitor activity between different 


resultant summation or totaling of these 
unit solutions is far more accurate than 
attempting to solve the problem in terms 
of the entire group of units. 

Furthermore, careful territorial analysis 
of this nature serves as a basis for es- 
tablishing call frequency, standardization 
of sales effort, stamdardization of travel- 
ing expense, and many other valuable 
factors sales control. 


The problem of setting a task also must 
take into consideration seasonal varia- 
tion. A salesman has accomplished just 
as efficient a job if he sells 100 percent of 
his quota in a quarter of the year when 
only 20 percent of annual sales are nor- 
mal, as he does when he sells 100 percent 
of his quota in a quarter in which 30 per- 
cent of the annual sales can be expected. 

Very often it is also necessary to take 
into consideration that only part of the 
salesman’s results can be measured by 
his direct sales. For instance, supposing 
two salesmen are selling in territories 
where they contact principally dealers, 
but also both do detail work for a jobber 
who has distributing points or dealers 
scattered throughout their respective ter- 
ritories. In this case, the sales to the 
jobber must be allocated properly between 
the two salesmen, sometimes in propor- 
tion to the number of dealer outlets cov- 
ered by the jobber in their respective ter- 
ritories, or some other agreed upon meth- 
od. In principle, in dealing with prob- 
lems of the division of sales credit be- 
tween different salesmen for such pooled 
efforts, the method of allocation always 
must be agreed upon in advance, rather 
than leaving it to subsequent negotiation 
after a sales period has passed. 


Amount Payment 


With the task established, the next 
problem is to determine what should be 
paid the salesman for the accomplish- 
ment of the entire or partial task. There 
are five principles involved in this deter- 
mination. 

1. Payment must be economic in terms 
of the business as a whole. 


2. It must reward the individual sales- 
man fairly. In the application of this sec- 
ond principle there usually must be ap- 
plied a law of compensation which states, 
“The rate of compensation of a salesman 
should be in inverse proportion to the 
depth of the market.’’ In other words, 
while a salesman must be paid more in 
gross amount for selling a greater volume 
of sales, his rate of compensation usually 
decreases as the volume increases. A 
straight commission plan of payment de- 
liberately violates this law. To illustrate 
practically, in one case of the develop- 
ment of sales compensation, we had a 
salesman in New York city contacting 
syndicate buyers whose normal sales vol- 
ume was approximately $1,000,000 
To adequately compensate the type of in- 
dividual salesman required by this task 
necessitated that he be paid $25,000 a 
year, 2.5 percent. the other hand,

variety of factors which tend to enhance 
the profits the member. But this 


not all. Incidental benefits less 
importance accrue from the collective 
program. These, too, strengthen the gen- 


eral position of the individual members 
as_well as that of the association. 
Reference is made to section and com- 
mittee activities. The investigations pur- 
sued by these groups have become classic. 
Their findings in many instances are so 
constructive and definite as to make the 
results immediately applicable to every- 
day business and scientific operations. 
Added to this is the bulletin service. 
During the association year now drawing 
to a close, bulletins have been issued 
covering approximately four hundred sub- 
jects of interest to the membership. 


Bureau Industrial Alcohol 


The Bureau of Industrial Alcohol has 
continued to function with a high degree 
of efficiency despite the handicap which 
the reorganization bill placed the 
handling of permissive matters. This ef- 
ficiency is due in no small part to Com- 
missioner Doran’s keen understanding of 
the needs of the industry and his desire, 
participated his associates, co- 
operate to the fullest extent in furtner- 
ance of that phase of the law which in- 
sures and ample supply of alcohol for 
scientific research and for all lawful in- 
dustries. 


Bureau Narcotics 


The Commissioner of Narcotics, Mr. 
Anslinger, likewise has displayed a fine 
appreciation of the problems of pharmacy 
and the drug trade in its several branches. 
Moreover, by previous training and an 
abundance of practical experience as one 
of our country’s representatives abroad 
on various occasions he has accumulated 
a wide knowledge of international condi- 
tions in the narcotic field. 


Geneva Convention 


Representatives of some fifty-seven 
nations, including the United States, met 
at Geneva, Switzerland, during the Sum- 
mer of 1931 and agreed upon a Conven- 
tion for Limiting the Manufacture and 
Regulating the Distribution of Narcotic 
Drugs. 

Under the terms of this treaty the 
various governments would establish at 
Geneva a board of experts to which each 
government would annually submit an 
estimate of its requirements for the next 
year, based on medical and _ scientific 
needs, including reserve stocks, with due 
allowance for supplemental estimates to 
meet unforeseen emergencies. Total 
world manufacture would, therefore, be 
limited to the estimates so furnished. 

It is provided that a statement of the 
estimate of each country be sent to each 
of the governments of the powers who 
are parties to the convention and the 
central board is given the right to ask 
for explanation on the part of any coun- 
try which may have failed to carry out 
its obligations under the convention, an 
account of which explanation may be 
published together with observations 
thereon by the central board. 

Whether any additional domestic legis- 
lation will be needed to carry out the pur- 
pose of the convention is as yet to be 
determined. 


Food and Drug Administration 


Consistent with their sworn obligation, 
officials of the Federal Food and Drug 


Administration have projected the en- 
forcement program in many directions 
during the past twelve months. When- 


ever and wherever government impinges 
upon industry, especially in a regulatory 
process, criticism an irritation are 
bound to arise. Enforcement of the food 
and drugs act is no exception. However, 
no one can gainsay that the motives of 
drug control officials have been inspired 
by other than the highest devotion to duty 
as they see and interpret that charge. 

A better understanding of the aims and 
purposes which motivate the manufactur- 
ing group could be had if officials of the 
Food and Drug Administration, from the 
highest to the lowest executive, were to 
devote a portion of each year to visiting 
the various plants upon invitation. This 
is essential, it is believed, to the most 
efficient administration of the law with 
respect to drugs. 


Labeling 


Adulteration under the food and drugs 
act is mainly a question of fact, de- 
terminable by chemical, bacteriological, 
or biological procedure. Misbranding, its 
companion—or shall we call it labeling ?— 
on the other hand, is largely a matter of 
opinion or interpretation. In this latter 
sphere of activity suggestions have been 
advanced for a uniform or standardized 
practice. At first blush there would ap- 
pear to be a good deal of merit in the 
plan, but upon mature consideration dis- 
advantages come to light which seem- 
ingly outweigh the advantages. Prod- 
ucts falling within the same_ general 
class, as a rule, vary sufficiently in their 
formulas as to make a stereotyped sys- 
tem of labeling unwise, both for the gov- 
ernment and for the industry. 


In the long run the most satisfactory 
course to pursue where members have 
any doubt as to the propriety of label 
statements is to forward draft of the 
label, together with all collateral and sup- 
porting data, to the Washington office of 
the association for review and comment 
by the division of drug control. Our ex- 
perience has been that almost invariably 
a much improved label results. This im- 
provement may not mean simply that the 
revised wording harmonizes with the food 
and drugs act and is, therefore, favorable 
to the government, but it may take the 


form and ofttimes does, stronger and 
amplified selling points—a contribution to 
the manufacturer. 

Quite a few of our members depend reg- 
ularly upon this service furnished by the 
office, and hoped that the 
entire membership will take advantage of 
the privilege when confronted with label 
problems. 


Trademark Bureau 


To clarify the policy of registration in 
the association’s trademark bureau, with 
a view to obviating possible misunder- 
standing on the part of the membership, 
the executive committee has decided that 
only coined names shall be eligible to 
registration. Applications, of course, will 
continue treated heretofore with 
respect to publication, period of protest, 
tentative and final registration, and other 
requirements provided by the regulations 
governing the bureau, 


Trademark List 


Under the auspices the committee 
patents and trademarks our 
tion, in collaboration with a similar com- 
mittee the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, there was is- 
sued a few months ago a list of trade- 
names in use by member firms of the two 
organizations. The purpose the com- 
pilation is to furnish information in the 
preliminary consideration of new trade- 
names. Inasmuch as the publication will 
no doubt be commented upon at some 
length in the report of the committee to 
be presented at this meeting no further 
reference will be made here other than to 
state that the membership is indebted to 
the committee on patents and _ trade- 
marks, of which Mr. Ralph R. Patch is 
chairman, for revision and preparation 
of the list.

State Legislation 


This is known as an “off”? year for 
State legislatures. Only nine have been 
in regular session. However, what was 
lacking in numbers was to some extent 
made up in kind. Time and space here 
will not permit even a brief review of all 
the proposals of interest to the industry. 
But you have been kept in touch with 
developments through our bulletin service 
and by correspondence, so just a few com- 
ments in this report will suffice. 

Kentucky stood out in the legislative 
picture. House bill 236 made it unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to ex- 
pose for sale or possess for sale any ar- 
ticle of food or drug without having 
printed the bottle, can package the 
day and date said food or drug was 
packed, canned or bottled. The unneces- 
sary burden this would have placed upon 
manufacturers needs no explanation. Op- 
position to the measure was recorded by 
both the food and drug groups. When the 
bill came up for hearing on February 4 it 
was killed committee, 


Kentucky H. B. 374 specified that in the 
advertisement of any commodity for hu- 
man consumption the advertisement must 
include the true net weight in pounds or 
ounces of the article advertised. While it 
was understood that the legislation was 
aimed, primarily, at food products, the 
provision applied with equal force to 
drugs. Its burdensome effect was also 
obvious. The measure made rather rapid 
progress at the outset. In fact, the com- 
mittee of reference brought in a favor- 
able report without hearings, but the bill 
died with adjournment the legislature. 


In common with several other States, 
Kentucky had fair trade bill—H. 
The others were Massachusetts S. B. 225, 
and New York Int. 801. For the most 
part these were patterned after the so- 
called “Junior Capper-Kelly Law” enacted 
California last year. The Kentucky 
measure died with adjournment; “Leave 
to Withdraw” was granted the Massachu- 
setts bill, and the New York bill was 
defeated. 

In the legislature of Virginia two bills 
were introduced to amend the hypnotic 
law passed year before last. Under that 
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statute the hypnotic drugs covered can be 
sold only on prescriptions which were not 
refillable. The amending bill provided that 
such drugs may be sold by registered 
pharmacists without prescription. It, 
however, made no headway. The other 
measure, H. B. 222, in substance provided 
that no person other than a licensed phar- 
macist may sell any hypnotic drug, that 
such sales be made on prescription only, 
but that the prescription may refilled. 
This bill became a law. 

Massachusetts 539, which would 
have restricted to physicians’ prescrip- 
tions the sale of all preparations contain- 
ing as much as 6 percent of alcohol, was 
reported “Leave to Withdraw” by the 
committee of reference, and the report 
was accepted by both branches of the 
legislature. 

Member firms have shown a highly co- 
operative attitude in dealing with State 
legislation, as well as other problems of 
pertinent interest, and the Washington 
office desires to express its deep gratitude 
for this support.

Report Legislative Committee 


Two matters to which reference had 
been made its 1931 report were 
first touched upon the reports 
the committee legislation, presented 
Horace Bigelow, general coun- 
sel the association and chairman 
the committee. One these was 
the Save the Baby Case” under 
the food and drugs act, which the 
Federal district court had held that 
branded when claims are made for 
therapeutic curative value sup- 
ported evidence with respect its 
ingredients.

Federal three-judge court, the di- 
rection the circuit court, had heard 
the case and denied injunction re- 
straining the State prohibition com- 
missioner from requiring the permits. 
The case was pending appeal 
the Supreme Court the United 


States, and the committee advised 
members the association doing 
business West Virginia, the 


preparations involved, comply with 
the requirements respect permits. 

Discussing the Copeland bill Con- 
gress, intended give the Food and 
Drug Administration regulatory su- 
pervision over all advertising drugs, 
the committee’s report referred the 
policy and practice the Federal 
Trade Commission this connection, 
and raised the question whether, 
the event that the Copeland bill 
were enacted, advertisers drug 
products would subject the ju- 
risdiction the administration, 
the commission, both. 


The possibility various effects 
the drug trade should the Bingham 
bill for Federal volatile poisons act 
passed, was reviewed the com- 
mittee. Some the drug products 
possibly affected this measure are 
chloroform liniment carbon bisulphide 
(veterinary medicine), formaldehyde, 
methanol, chloroform, 
chloride, tetrachlorethylene, ethylene 
chloride, and ethyl chloride. The com- 
mittee was the opinion that the bill 
articles sold for medicinal, profession- 
al, scientific use. 

lengthy commentary the pend- 
ing Federal tax legislation 
cluded the committee’s report. Many 
provisions the bill, was pointed 
out, were vital interest drug 
manufacturers. The representatives 
the association had been active 
having the proposal tax medicinal 
preparations eliminated, but the limi- 
tation credit for taxes paid con- 
nection with export trade, the increase 
the first-class postage rate, and the 
taxing dentifrices and antiseptic 
mouthwashes toilet preparations 
were set forth, along with other pro- 
visions, objectionable features 
the hill passed the house. 


Co-operative Research 


Dr. William Charles White, the 
National Research Council, gave 
address “The Unique Position 
Drug Manufacturers National Re- 
search.” endeavored show how 
the pooling research resources 
would benefit, not only the nation, but 
the manufacturers, individually and 
group. explained the aims and 
purposes the National Research 
Council and told some its work.

As there are many other 
costs connected with such orders, aside 
from those covered in this particular 
study, it is evident that, if the manufac- 
turer has an average net profit of 10 
percent on his operations, he will make 
no profit at all on orders of $10 or less. 
Even on orders with an invoice value of 
$10 to $25, this handling cost represents 
3.2 percent of the invoice value. It is 
not until orders reach an invoice value 
of in the neighborhoou of $25 or over 
that the handling cost percentage curve 
begins to flatten out appreciably. 

The chart herewith presented illustrates 
the proportion of the invoice dollar con- 
sumed in these handling costs so clearly 
that further discussion would appear un- 
necessary. 

It occurs to me that while the exact 
percentage of invoice value represented 
by handling costs will probably vary some 
from firm to firm, the general curve will 
probably be very much the same as shown 
in this instance for any firm, and that as 
a whole other manufacturers will find 
small orders to consume an unreasonable 
part of the invoice value in handing costs 
regardless of whether frieght or delivery 
charges are paid or not paid by the 
customer, 

The subject, therefore, appears as wor- 
thy of some consideration on the part of 
all of us. with the view of converting 
small orders into larger ones, 

May I suggest that the matter receive 
the thought and attention of our mem- 
bership with the view of determining if 
a policy can not be formulated which 
would be acceptable to all concerned.

cost, exclusive delivery, accounting, 
and collection, connected with filling 
orders various values, the invoice 
value the order. Mr. Nitardy ex-

Some time ago 1 became interested in 
making a study of the handling costs in- 
volved in connection with receiving, as- 
sembling, and packing an order ready 
for delivery or shipment. In this study, 
all orders received during thirty days 
were classified according to invoice value 
into nine groups ranging from an in- 
voice value of less than $1 to an invoice 
value of more than $1,000. Careful time 
studies were made on every phase and 
operation through which the order had 
to pass, from the time that the written 
or telephoned order was received until the 
merchandise had been assembled and 
packed ready for delivery on the shipping 
floor. Average costs were then deter- 
mined for orders of each class. The re- 
sults of this study are shown on the chart 
and represent rather interesting informa- 
tion.

Many of 
these are frankly on the borderline of 
legality and, not cleaned from within 
the industry, will lead cleaning 
from without, that will make extremely 
difficult operate comfortably. 

In the past our association has spent 
practically all its time the alcohol 
question and legislative work, and has 
studiously refrained from the discussion 
of far more important matters connected 
with sales Adverse 
legislation is always a threat to our par- 
ticular industry and we must in the fu- 
ture ever prepared guard against 
fanatical legislation as we have so ably 
been in the past. We must not, however, 
blink the greater importance the new 
problems arising daily in sales and dis- 
tribution. At the last meeting of your 
executive board a set of resolutions was 
adopted which you will, at the proper 
time, asked ratify. cannot too 
strongly emphasize the fact that these 
resolutions mark long forward step 
the work your association, 

This then leads us, naturally and logi- 
cally, another forward step which your 
executive board recognized, and for which 
namly, to consider the employment of @ 
full time manager or executive secretary. 
This committee will later report direct 
you. Our industry has grown such 
proportions and its problems have become 
so complex that it is no longer reason- 
able expect any one your members 
to give up the time from his own busi- 
ness to do the work of the association. 

I cannot close without paying the high- 
est tribute the wholehearted and un- 
selfish manner in which your other offi- 
cers, members the executive board; 
counsel, Abel I. Smith; and Washington 
representative, W. I. Crounse, have as- 
sisted in administering the affairs of your 
association.

Merchandising Discussed 


Raymond Bell, who was recently 
appointed managing director the 
Essential Oil Dealers Association, this 
city, gave short talk “Competitive 
Practices Merchandising Branded 
Goods,” which subject divided into 
three classifications for the purpose 
discussion. These classifications were: 
—Merchandising through appeal the 
eye, merchandising through appeal 
the ear, and merchandising through 
appeal all the senses. 


Merchandising through appeal the 
eye stated designated the use the 
printed word, such 
mailing campaigns and similar activi- 
ties which, ecective, must have 
precision the definitions used and 
illustrations and type. Merchandising 
through appeal the ear related 
the use radio broadcasting programs 


products and without slurs 
products, thereby adding the ef- 
fectiveness advertising expression. 
Merchandising through appeal 
all the senses referred the use 
personal contact selling, particularly 
through the use demonstrators. 


Mr. Bell devoted considerable atten- 
tion his remarks, the question 
demonstrators, declaring that there 
remains much desired the use 
this medium sales activity inas- 
much the work demonstrators 
too often has been coupled with vio- 
lations the rights competitors 
through derogatory remarks and simi- 
lar tactics. pointed out that this 
condition cannot entirely blamed 
upon the demonstrator personally but 
must partly, least, blamed upon 
the sales quota requirements manu- 
facturers, which frequently causes 
methods order insure the con- 
tinuance jobs, weekly paychecks. 

Ryan, advertising agents, this city, 
followed Mr. Bell with brief talk 
merchandising, the talk being intended 
the opening merchandising 
“round Mr. Ryan took Mr. 
Bell’s idea appeal the senses and 
stated that there was one sense alone 
his mind which should consid- 
ered principally and that was the sense 
smell. This sense smell was very 
evident, said, merchandising be- 
cause had personally found that 
there was much “dirty work” being 
done the way trade practices and 
pleaded with his audience 
something about it. 

Demonstrators, said, were the 
arch enemy advertising, but 
added that was not much con- 
cerned with the method was with 
the use the method, which latter 
consideration felt was highly im- 
portant. this respect referred 
particularly “mudslinging” against 
competitors and misstatements ad- 
vertising copy. declared that there

The standardized index price card, the 
standardized catalog page, and the stand- 
ardized invoice form should be more uni- 
versally adopted than they have been, 
These are described principles and 
7, page 2, of the pamphlet on principles of 
business practice. 

Second, the suggestions relating to dis- 
counts, representing principles 8 to 13 
inclusive, are not merely the experiences 
of a few individuals. Rather, they are 
the results of critical and extensive stuaies 
on the cost of handling different lines of 
merchandise. These principles should be 
critically studied by every manufacturer 
along with statistical division bulletins 6 
and 7, dealing with the actual cost of dis- 
tributing individual items. 

Principles 19 to 23, inclusive, concerning 
direct selling to manufacturers, certainly 
afford food for thought for every producer. 
We believe adherence to the position laid 


down will work to the advantage of the 


manufacturer, the wholesalers, and the 
retailer. Principles 24 and 26, relating 
to the basis of wholesalers’ compensation, 
have been prepared with the same deter- 
mination to be fair that has been used in 
all of the work. The principles dealing 
with free goods (namely, 30 to 39) are the 
result not only of the work of the statisti- 
cal division, but also of extensive study 
on this subject by a group of producers 
cooperating as the manufacturers’ com- 
mittee of the N. W. D. A.

In the opinion of the writer, the first 
essential step in the process of co-opera- 
tion, insofar as the manufacturer is con- 
cerned, lies in the realization that he 
holds a very definite place in the entire 
program of distribution. In other words, 
his obligation does not terminate with the 
delivery of his products to the retailer. 
He must know something of the retailer's 
problems. He should understand in a 
very definite way the extent to which the 
retailer is affected by the general policy 
the manufacturing house. 

Getting down to cases, as the saying 
goes, the indiscriminate distribution of 
samples to physicians frequently reacts 
unfavorably on the trade of the retail dis- 
tributor, and this practice, which has 
grown to an alarming degree in recent 
years, should be brought within reason- 
able bounds. A manufacturer’ should 
know that he diverts business from the 
retail drug trade when he loads the doc- 
tor up with samples 

The retailers of the country will wel- 
come the co-operation of those manufac- 
turers whose products are furnished to 
hospitals at cost plus, or, perhaps, minus. 
manufacturers realized that products 
sold to hospitals at much better discounts 
than retail druggists receive frequently 
find their way into other channels of 
trade and enter into competition with 
stocks on the retailers’ shelves, some 
method would undoubtedly be developed 
to overcome this evil. 

Speaking in general terms, the retailers 
feel that manufacturers’ discounts on spe- 
cialties should be revised at least to the 
extent of covering the cost of doing busi- 
ness, which averages around 25 percent, 
and the suggestion is thrown out in the 
hope that it may receive favorable con- 
sideration. 

We have merely touched the sore spots 
in order to point the way to a higher level 
of co-operation between the manufacturer 
and his retail distributors, and the hope 
is expressed that the suggestions here 
offered will be accepted in the spirit of 
goodwill and genuine co-operation § in 
which they are offered.

Vitamin Assay Codliver Oil 


lengthy report its study 
the vitamins codliver oil, the com- 
mittee vitamin assays offered the 
following methods for the vitamin as- 
say codliver oil and recommended 
them for inclusion the pharmaco- 

1. Vitamin A.—Codliver oil shall be as- 
sayed for its vitamin A by the following 
process method: recommended 
that a codliver oil of known potency as- 
sayed by the assay method herein de- 
scribed be accepted as a_ provincial 
standard of reference for vitamin A, and 
that a selected sample of carotene be held 
in view as a possible secondary standard. 
When so assayed, the oil shall contain 
at least 400 vitamin A units per gram 
the equivalent international units. 


This assay is based upon the estima- 
tion of the minimum amount of codliver 
oil necessary to meet specific growth- 
promoting as well as _ relative anti- 
ophthalmic requirements in a standard 
test animal kept under definite control. 
The test animals shall be rats from known 
source and bred preferably under the di- 
rection of the experimenter. 


The vitamin A potency of the codliver 
oil shall be expressed in units per gram 
of oil, the unit to be the minimum daily 
amount (in mg.) of codliver oil required 
to cause, in 60 percent of the animals 
in any one group, a gain in weight of at 
least 12 grams within a period of twenty- 
eight days under the conditions of growth 
and diet specified in this assay. The maxi- 
mum weight must be attained at the end 
of the test, and the eye condition must 
be corrected by an amount of codliver 
oil not to exceed three times the minimum 
growth factor. 

The vitamin A content per gram of cod- 
liver oil is computed by dividing one thou- 
sand mg. (1 gm.) by the determined 
minimum daily amount of oil (in mg.) 
required to induce the requisite growth 
recovery. 

Method for vitamin A.—It is desirable 
that each laboratory should establish its 
own breeding colony or else secure rats 
under known conditions as to age and 
dietary history. 


In the breeding program, the males and 
females should be kept on a_ well-bal- 
anced diet which is not too excessive in 
the vitamins A and D. The following 
diet has been tried by several laboratories 
and is suggested :— 


Breeders’ Diet 


Percent 
‘Wheat meal (entire kernel)............. 33.0 
Yellow corn meal (entire kernel)....... 34.0 
Old process linseed o'1 meal........... 7.0 
Alfalfa leaf flour (green color).......... 2.0 
Liver (vacuum dried).................. 2.0 
0.5 


Such diet should be supplemented daily 
by giving each rat some fresh green leafy 
vegetable, preferably lettuce or spinach, 
about five grams per animal. 

When the females are about one hun- 
dred days old, they are mated. The lit- 
ters are reduced to seven rats each 
when the young are five to seven days 
old. On the tenth to twelfth day, the 
green stuff is discontinued. At weaning 
(twenty-one to twenty-three days old), the 
mother is taken away and placed on the 
regular diet. 

When the young are twenty-one to 
twenty-six days of age, weighing thirty- 
eight to forty-five grams, they are fed 
the vitamin A-free diet, but adequate in 
other respects so as to deplete them for 
the vitamin A test.

(The water supply should be distilled water.) 

Notes:—(1) The yeast should have a vitamin 
B complex potency such that not more than 
150 mg. daily is required for the recovery test 
on the Sherman and Spohn basal vitamin B- 
complex ration. 

2) The vitamin D content of the diet may be 
derived from any suitable source free from 
vitamin A, and should be equivalent to the 
vitamin D content of 3 percent of the standard 
of reference codliver oil. 


Vitamin A Test 


Animals fed such a diet should mani- 
fest, in due course, one or all of the 
following :—Decline in weight, or station- 
ary weight, or xerophthalmia in varying 
degrees. Tentatively, it has been agreed 
to accept the weight criteria for the be- 
ginning of treatment with codliver oil 
(or related products). Preferably, the 
ophthalmic condition should also be mani- 
fest, but in case it is not, then as a check, 
similar contro] test rates must show eye 
symptoms not later than ten days after 
starting the treatment. The weight cri- 
teria are either a declining or station- 
ary weight for five to seven days. In 
order to insure more comparable condi- 
tions, the beginning of the administration 
of the codliver oil should preferably not 
occur before the twenty-fifth day or after 


the fortieth day of the vitamin A free 
preparatory period. 
The distribution of rats, when ready, 


should be so adjusted that there will be 
at ieast six in each group, having one 
group as a negative control, and that 
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the doses vary from group to group so 
that one can judge the potency the 
oil above and below the unit value sought. 
To dilute the codliver oil (or product) 
use vitamin A and D free peanut or corn 
oil. Check tests should be made on this 
diluent from time to time. The dilution 
should be made so that the dose at any 
time is not too large to affect the animal's 
condition. It is suggested that 0.1 cc be 
used. The dilution should be made at 
least once a week, and kept in a cool, 
dark place. The standard of reference 
should be run parallel with the product 
under test. The doses should be given 
at regular intervals, separate from the 
diet, preferably daily. 

A record should be made of the body 
weights and eye condition at least twice 
a week. The eye condition may be desig- 
nated as normal, watery, sensitive to 
light, cedema, bloody exudate, pustules 
and opacity of cornea. 

2. vitamin D (Antirachitic)—Codliver 
oil (or related products) shall be assayed 
for its vitamin D contert by the follow- 
ing method:—It is recommended that a 
solution of irradiated ergosterol of definite 
potency, or a codliver oil of known anti- 
rachitic potency, assayed 
method be used as standard reference. 
When so assayed, the oil shall contain 
at least 100 vitamin D units per gram 
or the equivalent in international units. 

This assay is based upon the estima- 
tion of the minimum amount of codliver 
oil necessary to initiate a specfic degree 
of recalcification in the leg bones of 
rachitic rats reared and fed under definite 
control as specified hereinafter. 


The vitamin D potency of codliver oil 
shall be expressed in units per gram of 
oil, the unit to be the minimum average 
daily amount (in mg.) of codliver oil 
required to produce, in 60 percent of the 
animals in any one group, a degree of re- 
calcification represented by a narrow 
continuous “line’’ across the metaphysis 
of the leg bones of the rats which have 
been kept and fed under the conditions 
as specified in the assay. 

The vitamin D content per gram of cod- 
liver oil is computed by dividing 1000 mg. 
(1 gm.) by the determined minimum av- 
erage daily amount of oil in mg., required 
to induce the requisite degree of recovery. 
The average daily dose is understood to 
be the total amount of codliver oil given 
divided the length the test period, 
ten days. 

Method for vitamin D.—Use rats 
known dietary history as described under 
vitamin A method. When the rats are 
twenty-five to thirty days old, they should 
weigh 50 to 60 grams. They are then 
fed either the Steenbock rickets-produc- 
ing diet No. 2965 the McCollum Diet 
No. 3143.

The rats should receive distilled water. 


After the experimental animals have 
been on the rachitogenic diet for a suit- 
able period (eighteen to twenty-one days) 
examine the leg bones of four rats by the 
“line test’’ as described later, to ascertain 
whether a satisfactory stage of rickets 
has been attained. If so, the remainder 
are considered as satisfactory for the 
test, and should be distributed into groups 
of at least seven animals each, reserving 
one group as a negative control. The doses 
should be varied from group to group 
so that one can judge the potency of 
the codliver oil above or below the unit 
value sought. The standard of reference 
should run parallel with the product 
under test. 

From the beginning of the administra- 
tion of the codliver oil, and the standard 
of reference, the rats should be kept in 
individual cages and a record should be 
made of the daily food consumption. 

The codliver oil (or related product) 
and the standard of reference should be 
diluted with a vitamin A and vitamin 
D-free oil, such as peanut or corn oil, so 
that the total daily volume oil con- 
sumed by each rat shall not exceed 0.1 
ec. The dilutions should be prepared as 
often as once a week. The dilutions 
should be fed separate from the diet. The 
negative control group should receive an 
equivalent amount of the diluent. 

The dilutions should be given over a 
period of eight consecutive days. The 
rats are then continued on the rachito- 
genic diet for the balance of the ten-day 
test period to allow for the latent effect. 

Any animal which has lost weight con- 
tinuously during the test period, has 
eaten less than 2 grams of food on two 
consecutive days, or has averaged to eat 
less than 4 grams of food per day should 
be excluded from the final interpretation. 

At the end of the tenth day of the test, 
the animals should be killed, and the 
femur and tibiae (or ulna and radius) 
removed from the right leg and pre- 
served in formaldehyde (10 percent) for 
examination essentially as follows:— 
Rinse in water, split, place in acetone for 
three minutes, dry, treat with silver 
nitrate (2 percent) for three minutes, 
place under a bright light until the “line” 
is clearly evident, immerse in sodium 
thiosulphate solution (5 percent) for 
three minutes, and examine under binocu- 
lar microscope. 

This report was discussed length, 
with evidence marked difference 
opinion among the members. The 
section finally approved the report and 
the recommendations contained there- 
in. Holmes was chairman 
the committee. 

The impression most readily 
got from the discussions all through 
the meeting the section was that 
the members should pay very particu- 
lar attention the details mono- 
graphs contained proposed for 


the United States Pharmacopeia and 
the National Formulary. 


Pharmaceutical Section 


The work the contact committee 
and the committee hydrogen-ion 
concentration was reviewed in the ses- 
sion the pharmaceutical section, 
which Rodehamel was chairman. 

The work the contact committee, 
which joint body the American 
Drug Manufacturers’ Association, and 
the American Pharmaceutical Manu- 
facturers’ Association, had covered 
fluidextract of ergot and _ digitalis. 
The report, presented 
Snyder, chairman, was lengthy 
account of this work in committee con- 
ferences and in conferences with rep- 
resentatives the Food and Drug 
Administration. 


Study Ergot 


The work on fluidextract of ergot 
Rice, was summarized follows:— 

‘the ergot subcommittee of the com- 
bined contact committees was organized in 
December, 1930, primarily to study the 
factors relating to the deterioration of 
fluidextract of ergot. It was hoped that 
information would be obtained that would 
lead either the preparation more 
stable fluidextracts or else to better 
means of packaging and marketing the 
ery stable preparations then avail- 
able. 

Early results assays undertaken 
members of the committee, together with 
an unexpected development in the form 
of a number of government ergot seizures, 
resulted in a temporary change of course, 
Particularly, the conferences’ resulting 
from the governmental activities con- 
vinced us that all was not well with the 
official requirements and assay proce- 
dures for ergot and fluidextract of ergot. 
Members of our subcommittee, who rep- 
resent manufacturers producing the bulk 
of American-made fluidextract of ergot, 
pooled their information, and it was the 
consensus of opinion that no real pro- 
gress in the collaborative study of de- 
method of determining potency was on a 
better basis. 

Consequently, our committee critically 
studied a monograph proposed as an in- 
terim revision by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration and found that, in the main, 
the proposal was not acceptable. However, 
later co-operation with the administra- 
tion officials and with members of the 
U.S.P. revision committee resulted in the 
drafting and adoption of a satisfactory 
interim revision. Further work ilies 
ahead before final decision can be made 
regarding the text of the ultimate 
U.S.P. XI monographs on ergot. 

While the interim revision includes an 
improved assay procedure, still some lab- 
oratories are not at all satisfied with the 
cock’s comb method. Collaborative stud- 
ies now in process are calculated to yield 
valuable information regarding the ac- 
curacy and practicality of the two gen- 
erally used biological assays and the 
colorimetric chemical assay. 


Study Digitalis 


The work the subcommittee 
digitalis, which Taylor was 
chairman, was reported follows:— 


During the past year this subcommittee 
has been gradually accumulating data by 
means of co-operative assays on several 
samples of tincture of digitalis. Some of 
these have been taken from the regular 
stock as manufactured by more than one 
firm, and others represent a _ specially 
prepared lot on which careful check as- 
says have been made at various steps of 
manufacture. Samples of this are con- 
tinuing under observation and will be the 
subject of further co-operative tests. The 
studies in progress will have bearing not 
only upon the accuracy of assay methods 
in different laboratories and under dif- 
ferent conditions, but also upon stability 
under different conditions. 

Consideration 1s also being given to the 
difference in standards for, digitalis that 
now exist. For example, that of the 
U.S.P. in the past has been a specially 
prepared Ouabain, while that of Canada, 
under their recent food and drugs act, is 
a powdered digitalis leaf and the inter- 
national standard recognized by the 
League of Nations and adopted by various 
European countries, is also a powdered 
digitalis leaf. None of these three stand- 
ards are identical in strength. 

The committee in its work has also 
studied reports made by various research 
workers on the relative efficiency of dif- 
ferent methods of assay and, in particular, 
certain variations of the frog heart meth- 
od in one form or another, which is the 
most widely used and apparently dependa- 
ble method of assay. 

In addition to these studies of stand- 
ards and method of assay, the committee 
has also supplied to the committee on 
hydrogen-ion concentration of the pharma- 
ceutical section duplicate samples of two 
lots of tincture of digitalis in order that 
this work may in the end be co-ordinated 
with the particular studies which this 
committee is making. 

The work that has been done for years 
past upon digitalis and the tincture of 
digitalis is so voluminous and the results 
in some instances have been to such an 
extent conflicting that the committee at 
this time does not feel in position to draw 
any special conclusions from their studies, 
or to offer any suggestions that are new. 
Our studies so far tend to emphasize the 
thought that great caution must be ex- 
ercised drawing definite conclusions, 
in making any categorical statements 
about the efficiency any special modifi- 
cations of the present methods of assay 
the efficacy any particular procedure 
as giving a tincture of digitalis of uni- 
formly greater stability than the average 
well-made tincture following present, rec- 
ognized processes. 

It is the thought of this committee that 
we will continue during the next year or 
two to carefully follow and study proposed 
assays or methods of manufacture as re-

George McCoy, director the Na- 
tional Institute Health, took lead- 
ing part the discussions. The busi- 
ness the section proved heavy 
that decided hold two sessions 
next year. 

The committee anaerobic anti- 
toxins was continued.

we had many country salesmen covering 
sma)l rural territories whose annual sales 
would not exceed $25,000 a year. These 
salesmen required about $1,750 a year ,or 
7 percent; $1,750 a year to them was as 
adequate a remuneration as $25,000 a year 
to the New York salesman. The propor- 
tion of salesmen with different depths of 
market required that the average direct 
selling expense be maintained at 4.4 per- 
cent a year. Certain salesmen in very 
deep markets must be considered as su- 
perefficient. In other words, they sell be- 
low the economic allowance for direct 
sales compensation, thus balancing the 
compensation of certain sub-economic 
salesmen. In establishing the proper scale 
of compensation it is necessary that the 
application of this law of the variable 
rate of compensation be recognized. In 
the particular case referred to, fixed 
percentage of 4.4 percent would have 
grossly overcompensated the New York 
salesman and would not have allowed a 
sufficient livelihood to the rural salesman. 
A typical chart of this nature is shown 
exhibit 


8. The gross amount of compensation 
must sufficient maintain the type 
man necessary for the particular sales 
task and not too far above below 
the total compensation competitive 
salesmen. 

sufficient amount to provide him with the 
reasonable necessities for himself and his 
family. 

compensation to maintain continuous, 
practical, maximum physical and mental 
effort. 


provide the reasonable livelihood 
usually requires that from 50 to 75 per- 
cent of the total economic compensation 
guaranteed him, and that the balance 


tion paid him extra compensation. 
Additional compensation usually is paid 
after the attainment of approximately 70 
percent of the 100-percent task, and 
should paid, not straight-line in- 
crease, but the form parabolic 
curve of increase, beginning with a rea- 
sonable bonus say percent for the 
accomplishment of 70 percent of his task, 
and increased in increasing proportion 
toward the accomplishment 100 percent 
of the task, in order to enthuse him to- 
ward attaining his total standard task. 
Above 100 percent the task, while 
the amount of extra compensation should 
increase, the rate of payment of this 
amount should markedly decreased. 
This entirely fair, since the company 
guarantees him from percent 
his total compensation, no matter what 
his sales results may be. This takes care 
of him in depressed or lean periods. On 
the other hand, boom times when 
sales resistance for some reason de- 
creased materially, his rate of increase 
should not be as great, he thus sharing 
with the company a greater proportion of 
super-economic conditions to offset their 
taking care him uneconomic periods. 


Frequent Payments 


Payments should be made as frequently 
as possible, although when there is a wide 
seasonal variation it is seldom practicable 
to pay extra compensation oftener than 
once a quarter. Where seasonal variation 
is slight, extra cumpensation usually can 
calculated and paid monthly. Occa- 
sionally a condition is found where sales- 
men can compensated but this 
is the exception rather than the rule. 
Furthermore, we are beginning to realize 
more and more the necessity for the dras- 
tic elimination of clerical detail. The 
greater the frequency with which com- 
pensation is — naturally, the greater 
the amount of computation necessary.. In 
analyzing the last one hundred methods of 
salesmen’s incentives established by my- 
self and associates, I find that we have 
used quarterly compensation payments in 
sixty-eight cases, monthly calculations in 
twenty-one cases, weekly calculations in 
eight cases, semiannual calculations in 
two cases, and annual calculation in one 


Current Reports Accomplishment 


It is very important that the salesman 
be provided with frequent reports as to 
the progress he is making, weekly where 
possible, and least monthly. 


Selling Expenses 


Regarding the control selling ex- 
penses, this only should introduced 
into the compensation method when rather 
precise standardization of sales control 
and effort has been made, and expenses 
can standardized terms this pre- 
planned sales effort. the majority 
cases, particularly where new accounts 
are being opened detail work 
required, expenses should reported 
carefully sufficient detail and the sales- 
men remunerated directly therefor after 
the sales management, When, 
however, difficult problem controlling 
expenses encountered, fraction the 
compensation can paid for maintaining 
expenses at a predetermined standard for 
the territory. In no case should the trav- 
eling expense factor be introduced to the 
degree that the salesman endeavors to in- 
crease his personal compensation by neg- 
lecting essential sales effort. 


Compensation Sales Executives 


The compensation of sales executives 
usually requires the proper weighting or 
differentiation between the two major re- 
quirements of sales management, which 

1. The accomplishment of the proper 
total sales task for the organization, meas- 
ured in total sales, weighted sales, gross 
profit, adjusted gross profit. 

2. The control of selling expense, 


A method which is almost universally 
practicable is to prepare a chart of differ- 
ential extra compensation, based .upon 
maintaining the proper relation between 
selling expense budget and accomplish- 
ment of sales task. Such bonuses are paid 
as percentages of reasonable guaranteed 
salaries. 


In considering selling expense as one of 
the two bases for such compensation, it 
often found more practicable cal- 
culate only variation of variable selling 
expenses, There are many fixed selling 
expenses which are outside the control of 
sales management. Their elimination al- 
lows for a closer control of the variable 
expenses, which are usually under the di- 
rect control of sales management. 

To illustrate simply the principle of the 
above mechanism, let us assume that a 
certain sales manager has been fairly 
eompensated to the amount of $20,000, as- 
suming that he will maintain the total 
task of his department at 100 percent and 
his variable expense budget at 100 per- 
cent.. A chart is set up showing varia- 
tions of accomplishment of the sales task 
from 105 percent and right angles 
thereto another tabulation showing per- 
centage of selling expense varying from 
percent budget 120 percent 
budget. An evaluation is made as to the 
relative importance of consummating the 
sales task and maintaining proper econ- 
omy selling expense. 

Let assume twice important 
to maintain the sales task or volume as 
maintain the proper percentage 
selling expense. When the selling expense 
percent above budget and sales 
task accomplishment but percent, the 
corresponding differential bonus percen- 
tage Increasing the percentage 
of bonus twice as fast for accomplishment 
sales task for reduction selling 
expense, bonus would be increased to 25 
percent for the attainment 100 percent 
the sales task and maintenance 
pense exactly budget. 

would paid salary $16,000 and 
percent bonus perfection, which 
would give him the same total compen- 
sation $20,000, the sales task 
exceeded and selling expense reduced be- 
low budget, would, course, paid 
additional amount bonus. rela- 
tive points between the minimum 
percent of the sales task and 120 percent 
sales expense, would paid 
amounts of bonus varying between zero 
and percent. chart illustrating thie 
principle shown exhibit Such 
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methods have been found very effective in 
focusing the attention of sales manage- 
ment their two principal functions: 
maintain proper volume at proper selling 
expense. 


Value Sales Control 


Sales compensation can, course, 
most effectively applied and maintained 
when selling effort is preplanned properly 
and controlled. The old line theory 
sales control, where salesmen report their 
results and sales management criticize 
these results, after they have happened, is 
being rapidly replaced by the introduction 
of a staff function into sales departments, 
where all sales efforts as to where and 
when the salesman is to go and what he 
is expected to accomplish are preplanned 
and the function sales management 
directed toward seeing that these func- 
tions are performed, rather than waiting 
and criticizing results after it is too late 
control them, 


Possible Results from Sales Incentives 


Twelve years’ continuous experience in 
the devising and installation of sales 
compensation plans has indicated that the 
use of incentives for salesmen, based 
upon the proper principles of compensa- 
tion outlined particularly intro- 
ducing definite goals of ideal for their 
accomplishment and the regulation of 
their compensation terms the rela- 
tive depths of the market, produces very 
marked results. Sales usually can be in- 
creased from a minimum of 15 to 25 per- 
cent to a maximum of 125 to 200 percent 
over sales results attained without the 
use of such methods in periods of the 
same relative general business condition. 
When proper preplanning of sales activ- 
ities is introduced it is not unusual to see 
a further increase of 25 percent in effec- 
tuality. 

With the attainment such 
direct selling expense usually is reduced 
from percent, depending upon the 
initial conditions encountered. Where 
markets are limited by economic condi- 
tions and total sales cannot be increased 
without developing serious competitor 
antagonism, such methods allow sales 
volume maintained the same 
level, but with the same reduction in di- 
rect selling expense. Under present eco- 
conditions, know more po- 
tent tool to assist a concern in developing 
an economie operating condition than the 
proper use sales incentives.

WASHINGTON, Apr. 28, 1932. 


Further protection for the Chilean 
coal industry the practically com- 
plete elimination the use petro- 
leum for fuel contemplated the 
Chilean government, according re- 
ports reaching Washington.

ucts which Congress has declared are 
not intoxicating beverages. 

Brown, State Commissioner 
Prohibition, told the court that the 
products covered the West Vir- 
ginia law are intoxicating fact, and 
that the need for their regulation 
proved the fact that there have 
been convictions for violating the pro-
